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CRANBERRY PROJECT O 


A north-central Manitoba First Nation is working 
to pioneer a whole new agriculture industry in the 
province — based around a familiar berry. 


The cranberry is not just for turkey anymore. It's 
being touted as a ‘smart food' with health benefits 
ranging from cancer prevention to a 
treatment for diabetes and pulmonary 
disease. 


The Swampy Cree Tribal Council (SCTC) 
in The Pas is investigating if commercial 
cranberry crops can be successfully 
grown in the area. 


Rob Ballantyne, executive director for 
SCTC, sees the project as a natural fit. 


“Look at the type of land you need for 
cranberry production — bogs, wetlands 
and swamps,” Ballantyne notes. “Who 
better to do this than the Swampy Cree 
Tribal Council?” 


There’s no shortage of land in the area that fits the 
bill. Much of the local topography is the low-lying 
delta of the Saskatchewan River. 


A cranberry industry in Manitoba is not an impossi- 
ble dream. Canada is the number two producer in 

the world. The country’s cranberry farms — mainly in 
British Columbia and Quebec — produce more than 
32,000 metric tonnes of the red fruit annually, with 
an estimated value of $60 million every year. That's 
about 15 percent of total world production. 


While other berry crops — such as strawberries, 
saskatoons and raspberries —- have spawned hundreds 
of commercial operations, there isn’t a cranberry 
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industry here yet, according to Lynn Gilmore, 
Manitoba Agriculture's berry and fruit specialist. 


Over the past 30 years, cranberries have exploded off 
the dining room table: while they've always been a 
popular garnish for holiday meals, they have gained 
a larger place in the national diet. In the last three 
decades, per capita consumption in Canada has 
increased sevenfold. 


Much of that growth has come from the juice 
industry, where cranberries have become popular 
both on their own and in juice blends. innovative 
new products like dried cranberry “craisins” are also 
making the old favourite a hot new snack food. 


The Swampy Cree Tribal Council project received a 
$15,000 investment from DIAND’s Resource Access 
Negotiations program to see if cranberries can be 
farmed in northern Manitoba. Early research indi- 
cates that a cranberry operation in the area would 
create 5 to 10 full time jobs, and additional seasonal 
employment during harvest time.

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AT HOME WHERE THE BUFFALO ROAM 


Less than 200 years ago, vast herds of bison roamed 
free on the western plains of North America. 


Around them rose a First Nations culture intimately 
dependent on - and interdependent with — these 
large grass-eating mammals. An entire economy 
resulted from producing the flesh, sinew, hide and 
bones of these huge creatures. 


With the arrival of European settlers came the bison 
(or buffalo) slaughter, which resulted in the demise 
of as many as 60 million bison, by some estimates. 
In the end, just a few hundred animals remained. 


Today, Manitoba First Nations are recapturing a 
portion of that proud heritage with a major stake 
in the province's growing bison 
industry. Harvey Payne, a private 
consultant who's worked closely 
with the Assembly of Manitoba 
Chiefs and the Manitoba First 
Nation Elk and Bison Council, says 
the overwhelming presence of the 
buffalo in the past has made it a 
powerful symboi for Aboriginal 
people in North America. 


"When you had something as powerful as that - 

it was certainly more powerful than any of the 
people living there —- you would tend to respect and 
depend on it," Payne says. "The buffalo developed a 
high place in the cultures of the tribes on the plains 
in the past. As times changed, it became a bit of an 
icon, a symbol to all Indian people — regardless of 
whether their own culture was strongly tied to it 

or not." 


This affinity for bison is translating into a major role 
for First Nation bison operations in the province, 
according to another industry-watcher. Ray Salmon, 
Manitoba Agriculture's bison specialist, estimates 


there are 14,000 animals in the provincial bison herd. 


In the past 10 years, the 
number of new Aboriginal 
businesses-has exceeded 


those of the rest of the 
Canadian population by 
105 percent. 


Close to 1400 bison, or 10 percent, are part of First 
Nations operations, he says. 


Salmon says, "Looking down the road, bison are 
going to be very significant in the Aboriginal 
agriculture sector." 


Larry Pascal, an Aboriginal agriculture specialist 
with the First Nations Farm Credit Corporation, 

says Aboriginal bison operations are facing market 
challenges right along with the rest of the industry. 
Currently, live animal prices have crashed and the 
industry awaits the development of a meat market, 
he says. Two years ago, heifer calves were selling for 
$4,500 each - today they're worth about $500. 


“What the industry needs now is 
to bring them to market here in 
western Canada,” Pascal says. 
“They need to be able to get that 
meat into chain stores and make 
it available to the mass public.” 


One of the most interesting aspects 
of the Aboriginal operation is how 
tradition is blended with modern 
economic models, Salmon says. He describes what 
he observes as going “back to the future” - taking 
the sacred cultural beliefs of the past and bringing 
them into the new millennium, with both respect 
and economic success in mind. 


Payne notes that projects like Manitoba's six First 
Nations bison operations are founded in both 
respect and economics. He points out that under 
DIAND's economic development program, all 
projects, including those with a cultural component 
such as bison ranches, must have a solid business 
case behind them to qualify for funding. 


The single most important cultural issue is the 
recognition that the bison - as well as being a food 
source and an economic engine for Manitoba's 
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ELK WRANGLER ONE OF THE FIRST 


Call Maurice Mousseau a pioneer in his own Way. 


An Ebb and Flow First Nation resident, he works 
on the community’s game farm, which combines 
elk and bison production. 


Mousseau was one of the first people in the — 
province to work with elk. He participated in the 
elk capture in the Swan River Valley in the winter 
of 1997. Based on that experience the First Nation 
hired him to work on the game farm in 1998. 


“It’s a bit of an honour really, to be one of the 
first people doing this work,” he says. He enjoys 
working with the animals and is always surprised 
by how gentle these big beasts can be. 


Aboriginal communi- 
ties - are also a sacred 
symbol. They must 

be honoured for the 
contribution they 
make, rather than 
simply shipped to a 
slaughter plant, 
Payne says. 
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"When an animal is 
killed on a First Nations 
ranch, it's a ceremonial 
kind of kill," Payne 
says. He compares the 
process to the special 
slaughter procedures 
used in the Islamic and 
Jewish cultures to 
produce halal and 
kosher meat products. 
"It's also a ritual that's 
done with a lot of 
respect," Payne notes. 


Bison are a good fit on 
First Nations land for 
another reason. Much 
of that land tends to : 
be good pasture land, 

well suited for livestock 
production. The native grass species fits bison 
dietary requirements. They thrive on pastures 
where cattle will struggle.

"I've always thought raising wild game - and 
particularly bison - on reserves was far more 
promising than, say dairy farming, or even raising 
cattle," Payne says. 


The average First Nation farm has 12 percent 

less land mass and has less than one quarter 

of the average capital value compared with 
an average Manitoba farm. 


Since 1998, DIAND has invested almost 
$12 million in close to 150 projects, leveraging 
more than $32 million in additional funds and 
creating nearly 500 full time jobs in Manitoba. 


"They're very easy to work with, and once they're 


in the corral they're very quiet,” he says. “You — 
have to be gentle with them too though - you” 
can’t chase them into a corral. You have to coax 
them with oats or something like that.” 


Mousseau says the average day for him and his 
co-worker Moise Code would be familiar to any 
cattle producer. It’s a full round of feeding, 
watering and general animal husbandry. 


“We do all the usual stuff - testing, deworming, 
tagging and so on,” Mousseau notes. “It’s pretty 
similar to working with cows.”

NEW ELK OPTIONS 
BEING EXPLORED 


The North American elk, or wapiti, is one of the 
newest additions to Manitoba’s agriculture industry. 
The antlers of this Canadian deer, second in size only 
to the moose, are a primary ingredient in traditional 
Oriental medicines. Now, Manitoba First Nations are 
looking for new markets. 


In Manitoba, elk ranching began in 1997. Since 
then, about half a dozen First Nation communities 
have started herds. But like all Canadian elk farmers, 
they're now facing challenges to keep the herds eco- 
nomically sustainable in the face of uncontrollable 
circumstances. 


Chronic wasting disease was found in the domestic 
elk herds in Saskatchewan. It caused a serious 
decline in prices of both 
antlers and live animals. 
Major buyers like South 
Korea have slapped 
import bans on North 
American elk. A few 
years ago, an elk cow 
was worth as much as 
$20,000. Today the same 
animal would be worth 
about $1,000. 


But Harvey Payne, a 
consultant specializing 
in game farming who 
works closely with the 
Manitoba First Nation 
Elk and Bison Council, 
predicts a market will 
soon develop for elk 
meat. That just wasn’t 
possible in the past. 
“When velvet antlers 
were worth $125 a 
pound, nobody wanted 
to eat elk,” Payne notes. 


Manitoba provincial 
elk specialist Emerson 
Trout agrees that a 
market for elk meat is 
key to maintaining a 
sustainable elk industry. 
“I think it has to happen,” Trout says. “Right now 
there are close to 100,000 domestic elk in Canada.” 
And with antler and animal prices substantially 
lower than they've been in the past, the economics 
might finally be right to encourage meat production. 


Ebb and Flow First Nation, located on the shore 

of Ebb and Flow Lake between the Lake Manitoba 
Narrows and Ste. Rose du Lac, has been elk farming 
since 1998. They started with three captured heifer 
calves and one bull, and the herd has expanded 

to 40 animals through purchases and procreation. 
Ebb and Flow also has 140 head of buffalo. 


The combined elk-bison operation received $250,000 
from DIAND's economic development programs, to 
start the operation. The Ebb and Flow game farm is 
re-evaluating its options, like others in Canada. But, 
while waiting for new markets to develop, elk will 
continue to be a part of the Ebb and Flow game 
farm operation for the foreseeable future. 


HAY PRODUCTION A 
SOUND INVESTMENT 
FOR FIRST NATIONS 


Manitoba First Nations may be sitting on gold - 
green gold, that is. 


Valuable forage lands are getting a new lease on 
life. They are now recognized as one of the best 
investments in prairie agriculture. 


Seeing the opportunity and needing feed for their 
own cattle, Rolling River First Nation went into hay 
production about two years ago. The community, 
located just south of Riding Mountain National 
Park, is in the heart of Manitoba's cattle country. 
Wilfred McKay, a Rolling River First Nation 
councillor, says the community has approximately 
1,000 acres of land producing both alfalfa and 
native grasses. “We keep what we need to over- 
winter our own cattle, and sell the surplus hay,” 
McKay says. “It helps offset some of 
the costs in the cattle operation.” 


DIAND’s economic development 
programs contributed an invest- 
ment of $100,000, helping the 
First Nation to expand their 
forage and cattle operation. 


This year, much of their surplus is headed west to 

Alberta where drought-stricken ranchers are scram- 
bling to find enough feed. Rolling River has taken a 
high-tech approach, listing its products on the inter- 
net and connecting with buyers. 
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Most Aboriginal 
businesses are located 
in remote communities 


and have fewer than 
10 employees. 
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Approximately 3 million metric tonnes of hay 
were produced in the province last year, valued 
at $149.7 million.

Don Green, Manitoba Agriculture’s forage specialist, 
says hay producers in Manitoba enjoy a distinct 
advantage. Wetter weather regularly pushes the 
province's hay yields to between two and three 
metric tonnes per acre - far more than dryland areas 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan. 


Manitoba First Nations have another advantage. 
Often, they're working with existing grass stands 
that were never broken up to convert the land to 
crop production. The yield and quality on this land 
often aren't as high as planted alfalfa / 
stands, but it tends to be a more 
sustainable production system. 


“If you look at something like a lowland 
area, perhaps a wet meadow grassland, 
it’s the natural vegetation complex that 
grows in that area,” Green says. “In most 
cases, this can be harvested for hay with 
a very low cash cost and at a gross return in the 
neighbourhood of $50 or $60 an acre.” 


Most of the cost associated with this low-impact, 
low-input agriculture comes from the harvesting 
operation itself. Green says that soil 
nutrients, slowly depleted over time, 
will need to be replaced. But even 
with the addition of some fertilizer 
to maintain productivity, cash costs 
are still extremely low. 


Rolling River operation is looking 
ahead. “We seeded some alfalfa for 
the first time last spring, along with 
a nurse crop of barley,” McKay says. 


Manitoba farmers can grow more 
high quality alfalfa hay per acre 
than just about any other. It's also 
the hay of choice for premium 
export markets like U.S. dairy cattle. 


In recent years, Manitoba farmers 
have consistently won international 
competitions, earning an excellent 
reputation for producing high © 
quality export forage. Rolling — 
River intends to help maintain 

that tradition of excellence with 

its contributions to the province's 
hay industry.

the campers and 
RVs loaded with 
gear, dogs and mighty 
expectations of mighty 
fish start migrating to 
northern Manitoba. 
Bearing license plates 
from places like Texas, 
Tennessee and North 
Dakota, these vehicles 
naturally need a place to gas up. 
And what better spot than the 
OCN Shell on Opaskwayak Cree 
Nation on Highway 10? 

After all, you can get everything 
you need there - gas and 
propane, snacks and drinks, 
camping and fishing supplies, 
magazines and other necessities 
like batteries for the kids' CD players and coffee for 
you, And washrooms are facilities definitely not to be 
undervalued in a part of the province where blacktop 
or gravel can stretch seemingly endlessly between one 
community and the next. There's also a Tim Hortons in 
the Otineka Mall right next door on one side, and the 
Kikiwak Inn on the other. 

The Shell, Otineka Mall and Kikiwak Inn are all run by 
Paskwayak Business Development Corporation (PBDC), 
the business arm of Opaskwayak Cree Nation. PBDC's 
holdings also include The Pas IGA, The Pas Food Town, 
and Northland Redi-Mix (concrete and gravel). 
Together they bear witness to PBDC's stated vision: 
Paskwayak Business Develooment Corporation will be a 
major economic force in Manitoba and the largest 
employer in the region. 

The OCN Shell sells up to 170,000 litres of gas from its 
eight Pumps each week, cresting at about $8.6 million

in sales a year - that's a pretty 
significant force right there. 
About 11,000 customers pass in 
gee nd out of the 1,800 square-foot 

#@ store each week, too, maybe 
; buying an MTS calling card or

It all adds up. 

The chance to win $1,000 in 
gas doesn't hurt, either. The 
#§ OCN Shell runs a major promo- 

- tion like the $1,000 Gas 
>; Giveaway twice a year, typically 
cross-promoting with other PBDC 
pe businesses like the Kikiwak Inn. 

About three-quarters of the 
OCN Shell's staff are band mem- 
bers, with another 15 percent 
from other First Nations. Manager 
Sharon Bugera makes sure every 
worker gets training to work the 
LOTTO machines and in customer 
service. They also learn to handle 
and store hazardous materials, 
including propane, safely. 

Handling propane calls for spe- 
cial training, adds Marcel Chief, 
assistant manager. "In order to sell 
propane you have to have your ticket. It's kind of like 
a license. Without training, you can't touch it." Each 
employee working with propane has to have his or her 
ticket renewed every two years, 

Working safely is critical. So is working fast, especially 
at a couple of key times during the year, Once the 
flaming arrow is shot to open Opaskwayak Indian Days 
each August, or the starting pistol gets the first dog 
race under way at the Northern Manitoba Trappers' 
Festival in February in neighbouring The Pas, employees 
know they'll be running just about as hard as those 
dogs to keep up with the extra business. 

But then there's rarely a slow time, says Chief. “We're 
just plain busy, right through.” 

And when those campers and RVs start heading 
back south in the fall, they'll stop to gas up at the OCN 
Shell again. 


Entrepreneurs in the Driver's Seat 


Wife and Husband team are movers and shakers - literally 


at Turner knows the secret to keeping her cus- 

tomers and her employees happy: diversify. 

When her drivers aren't behind the wheel of ET 
Trucking Service rigs building gravel roads for cus- 
tomers like Tolko Industries Ltd., they're driving P. Turner 
Hauling semis carrying logs to Tolko's sawmill in The 
Pas. 

Pat and her husband Herman own 
and run four businesses on Grand 
Rapids First Nation, 400 kilometres 
northwest of Winnipeg: ET Trucking, P. 
Turner Hauling, TIT Repair Service and 
Frankie's, a convenience store. 
"Because of the trucking business and 
construction work being seasonal, , 
we've learned to diversify in a little 
community like Grand Rapids," Pat says. "| don't want 
my employees to leave. | want to keep them happy." 

ET Trucking started with one tandem and one loader 
20 years ago. Things really started moving 15 years 
ago - or maybe it's more accurate to say Pat and 
Herman made them move. They could see all kinds of 
work out there - road building, and water and sewer 
construction for customers like Manitoba Hydro and 
Grand Rapids First Nation, and repair and servicing 
fleet vehicles for the RCMP, for example. 

Their sons were grown. Pat left her job with the fed- 
eral government, took her retirement savings (and a 
very deep breath), and invested them into ET Trucking. 
Now the company has five semi trucks, two excava- 
tors, Jonn Deere 850 'dozer and a grader. 

"When we first started, | chased contracts like crazy,” 
Pat says. They subcontracted a lot of hauling for a 
bigger company at that time, and made sure they 
picked up everything they could on the job. “I'm not 
above holding hands with another company to learn 


what | need to,” Pat 
says. 

Hard-working vehicles on northern Manitoba's rough 
roads are going to need fixing up sooner or later - the 
perfect opportunity for TTT Repair and Service, which 
opened in 2000. In addition to putting in their own 
equity, Pat and Herman received assistance from 
Indian and Northern Affairs Canada 
(INAC) for equipment including 
hoists, a parts inventory, basic sup- 
plies like motor oil and office furnish- 
ings. They paid off the bank loan for 
the tive-bay garage last November, 
almost three years ahead of sched- 
ule. 

“When you're building a business 
on a reserve, it's hard to get money 
from banks,” Pat says. “You have to be able to have 
that relationship with your banker. That's why | paid it 
off fast, so they'll know I'm serious.” 

Then another opportunity presented itself - to spin 
the small selection of retail items they sold at the 
garage into a separate business. There was only one 
other competitor in Grand Rapids at the time. With 
assistance from INAC, they opened Frankie's, a 1,500 
square-foot store selling meat, dairy products, bread 
and odds and ends like light hardware. 

Between their four businesses Herman and Pat 
employ over 20 full-time and seasonal workers. Nine- 
year-old granddaughter Francine (who inspired the 


‘name for the store) puts in time behind the counter, 


too. “She packs groceries, she answers the phones. 
She works about eight hours a week in the store,” Pat 
says. 

Pat wouldn't trade being her own boss for anything. 
“I'd never go work for anybody else again.”

magine you're in a strange place. 
The culture is foreign. You don't 
speak the language. You're nervous 
about the treatments or tests you 
have scheduled and there's no one 
to offer explanations or reassurances.

The receiving home has been an 
oasis of comfort and calm for clients 
since opening in the summer of 1999. 

"You can imagine for a lot of these 
people, especially from more remote 
communities, they don't speak English 
and the city of Winnipeg is quite a strange, imposing 
city," said Rob Ballantyne. "Put yourself in their shoes. If 
you went to a receiving home in Japan and no one 


spoke English, how 
comfortable would 
you be?” 

Ballantyne is assis- 
tant executive 
director of Swampy 
Cree Tribal Council, 
which owns and 
operates the 
Swampy Cree 
Receiving Home. 
The home is one of 
his responsibilities, 
and part of a grow- 
ing and positive 
trend in recent 
years. 

More and more 


health and wellness services are being run by First Nations 
- to the benefit of not just the people who need them but 
also those delivering them. 

The success stories are creating healthier First Nations 
communities and at the same time providing careers 
and training within those very same Communities. 
Ballantyne refers to it as “closing the loop.” 

“Where our people were only customers or patients, 
now we're owners and operators, we can provide servic-

Jim Prince is manager of Southeast Medical Referral 
ervices, which provides support in Winnipeg for clients 
om Manitoba, Saskatchewan and northwest Ontario. 

Prince knows better than most how much opportunity is 
1 this field and at his company. He started in transporta- 
on two years ago and soon moved into management, 
sing to his current position. 

He said it's the people, from top to bottom, who have 
yade the company what it is.

Prince said within the last year the company has start- 
d up a very successful and well-received shuttle service 
| Winnipeg's core area. Large passenger vans make sev- 
ral stops in the core area and take people to the Health 
Sciences Centre and various medical clinics. 


Prince estimates Southeast Medical Referral Services 
helps anywhere from 500 to 1,000 patients in a month, 
creating some logistic challenges. 

“It's pretty demanding sometimes, but we overcome 
obstacles in the end,” he said.

to create initiatives that will increase the number of First 

Nations members working in the health sector. 

Among the agreement's specific goals are to increase 
awareness of health care career opportunities, promote 
recruitment, retention and training of First Nations mem- 
bers and identify barriers that discourage or prevent First 
Nations members from entering or remaining in health 
care. 

Carmel Olson, chief executive officer of the BRHA, said 
since actively taking on the issue in April 2003 the BRHA 
has hired 16 people from the Aboriginal community. 

“It doesn't seem like a large number, but it's certainly 
progress,” she said. 

Olson also said the BRHA considers an employment ini- 
tiative for First Nations members to be much more signifi- 
cant than just making jobs available. 

“Income and social status is the single most important 
factor that determines health status, so we see this as 
part of a broader approach to address the health status 
of the Aboriginal population,” she said. 


ometimes a place to stop along the way becomes 

a tourism destination in itself, like at Simon Nabess 

Wayside Park, about 65 kilometres northeast of The 
Pas on the Cormorant road (Provincial Road 287). 

James and Carla Nabess run the park, named for 
James' grandfather. The site has three all-season cab- 
ins, screened gazebo, 20 campsites, 12 of which are 
serviced, shower house, boat launch and boats. 

Long before if became a wayside park, Americans 
were coming to the site, which happened to be locat- 
ed along Simon Nabess' trapline. At that time it was 
the end of the road. The Americans would just pitch 
their tents by the side of the road and Simon would 
guide them. 

From those no-frills begin- 
nings - including a fish clean- 
ing shack Simon built from old 
railroad ties - Simon Nabess 
Wayside Park now occupies 7 
hectares on a total 23- 
hectare site, all of it fronting 
Cormorant Lake. Funding 
from Indian and Northern 
Affairs Canada (INAC) - plus $40,000 of pe nabes 
family’s own investment, commercial financing, and a 
lot of sweat equity - made the three cabins a reality. 

Four people (James, Carla and two guides) are 
employed through the summer, with up to eight guides 
brought in for a big party. 

“| get the guides from Cormorant, people that | know 
that know the lake,” James says. “That's one reason 
people have been coming back,” he adds, noting that 
one couple has been returning for 25 years. 

“A lot say they come for the guide's company.”

to the forefront - 
the knowledge 
and strengths of 
their people. 

To tap into that 
resource First 
Nations are finding 
training initiatives 
that fit, ones that 
lead to meaning- 
ful work in their own Communities and environment. 

At Brokenhead Ojibway First Nation the volume 
sampling initiative has created jobs, but it has also 
opened up long-term career opportunities for its par- 
ticipants in an area that's already close to their 
hearts - forest resource management. 

“We want to be part of the solution,” said 
Brokenhead Councillor Paul Chief, an enthusiastic 
supporter of the initiative. “We've always said First 
Nations have been the caretakers of the forest.” 

Last year Brokenhead members were hired by a 
forestry consultant to do tree sampling and data col- 
lection. It went so well that this year Brokenhead 
Ojibway First Nation entered a partnership agree- 
ment with Manitoba Conservation and Indian and 
Northern Affairs Canada that expands their role in 
the field. 

That includes complementing employees' field 
experience with educational credentials. An agree- 
ment with Keewatin College has created a 16- 
month program that will give participants a two-year 
diploma in natural resource management. 

Deborah Smith, manager of the volume sampling 
initiative, said the long-term goal is to establish a First 
Nations forestry contracting company, a venture 
that would provide tree sampling and forest regener- 
ation services. 

The current initiative consists of four two-person 
teams, each with a crew chief and field assistant. 
There is also a field foreman who pours Over maps 
and helps co-ordinate their efforts. 

Following an eight-day training or refresher Course, 
and ending mid-February, the teams sampled 630 
plots throughout southeast Manitoba, from Lac du 
Bonnet to the U.S. border and from Steinbach to the 
Ontario border. 

The employees are called timber cruisers, though 


they joked they're more often 
just called “the tree-counting 
boys.” However, it involves much more than just 
counting trees. 

They take a global positioning system and a com- 
pass to find the plot's precise location, then take 
note of the number of trees, the species, the heights, 
how well they're growing and if the area seems to 
be a favourable place for tree growth. They also 
take core samples so the ages of trees can be 
determined. 

The data helps Manitoba Conservation determine 
tree growth rates, long-term wood supply and where 
tree-planting projects will do the most good. 

"We are very pleased with the quality of data col- 
lected by the field crews and consider this partner- 
ship arrangement to be a complete success for both 
parties involved," says Greg Carlson of Manitoba 
Conservation. Random field audits conducted by 
Manitoba Conservation determined an average 
quality rate of 92 percent for information gathered 
at each plot. 

Getting to all the plots, especially in winter, is not 
without challenges. The teams have spent long days 
in the bush coping with minus 35 Celsius weather, 
and also had to trek several kilometres through 
Manitoba bog and muskeg. However, despite the 
difficulties, all the employees say they enjoy it. 

Adam Yaroshinski said he enjoys the waiking and it 
gets him into shape. He also said while he already 
knew a lot about trees the job expanded his techni- 
cal knowledge, allowing him to define different con- 
ditions and diseases. 

Co-worker Wayne Ducharme, who like Yaroshinski 
is considering the diploma program at Keewatin 
College, said he feels fortunate. 

“You won't find another job like this in the world,” 
he said.

ATEC Is a non-profit, community-based, fully- 
accredited, post-secondary training facility. The 28,000- 
square-foot building, which will have a 100-student 
capacity, will include a dormitory, day care centre, 
Internet café, three classrooms, a science lab and a 
computer lab. It will also have a 
machine shop, metal shop, welding 
shop and woodworking area for 
hands-on training. 

Training programs will include 
skilled trades, heavy equipment 
operating, labour and rebar work, 
literacy and clerical skills, security 
and catering, and women in trades 
and technology. 

The entrepreneurial or business 
incubation services include 


House, the federal 
government, the provincial government and Manitoba 
Hydro." 

Construction began last August and the $8.1 million 
centre is slated to open next summer. 

Primrose says his dream is to see the centre 
eventually expand into other industries. He'd also like 
high school students to get a head start on trades skills 
so they can learn what careers may be suited to them. 

"| think we're blazing a trail with this centre. It's going 
to receive long-term funding so it will be around for a 
very long time," says Coun. Elvis Thomas. 

Primrose and Thomas both say training skilled 
tradespeople is crucial to the community's future. The

A director, Ezra Bogle, was hired in early 2003 and 
approximately 90 NCN and South Indian Lake 
residents have already passed various levels of training 
in ATEC's temporary class rooms. The province brought 
forward the construction date of the 10-kilometre 
access road to Nelson House in order to provide 
valuable experience for those trainees. 

Indian and Northern Affairs Canada provided $3.2 
million towards the $8.1 million project, with additional 
funds provided by the First Nation and other partners. 
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new kind of learning facility has opened its 
A cessoon to Manitoba's north - after 

years of discussions and hard work, 
University College of the North (UCN) came into 
existence in September 2004. 

"It's something that, for over a decade, has 
been wished for. To have it a reality now is 
extremely exciting and rewarding," says Tony Bos, 
president of the University College of the North. 

UCN is taking education into northern 
communities and tailoring that education to suit 
Aboriginal and northern students. 

Northern Manitoba has long 
struggled to train and keep educated 
professionals, but UCN represents an investment 
in the future of Manitoba's growth - an institution 
which provides education and training opportu- 
nities as open and vast as the landscape itself. 

UCN formally absorbed Keewatin Community 
College last July and now operates out of its 
former campuses in The Pas and Thompson. UCN 
also has 10 newly established, permanent 
regional centres in Churchill, Cross Lake,

include some class room time. The classroom work will 
take place in the most central and convenient UCN 
location for students who sign up. Lauvstad added the 
program can be based in northern communities where 
there is enough interest. Course content can also be 
adapted to the needs of a specific community. 

The Prospector Training Program 
combines more traditional wilderness and 
prospecting skills with innovative 
technology, such as global positioning 
systems and geophysical instruments, to 
locate potential ore deposits. 

"IN some ways the prospecting industry 
hasn't changed much. You still have to 
be out in the field, digging and trenching 
and drilling, discovering what's there and 
claim staking. But on the other hand, it's 
very high tech now," says Lauvstad. 

The 10-week program is divided into 
three sections. Based on input from 
industry representatives, the first section 
comprises of three weeks focused on 
wilderness safety training. It includes first 
aid, wilderness survival, boat operation, ATV or 
snowmobile operation, chainsaw safety, use of compass 
and global positioning system for navigation and 
mapping, use of topographic maps and air photos for 
navigation, and camp construction. 

The second section, prospector training, is five weeks 
long and covers prospecting techniques, rock and 
mineral indentification, claim staking procedures and 
rules, surveying and sampling, geophysical surveys, and 
writing assessment reports. 

The third and final section, the business of prospecting, 
consists of two weeks. It teaches record keeping, 
financing exploration and development, marketing of 
properties, and regulatory considerations. 

Lauvstad says graduates will have all the skills needed 
for jobs in the industry, or could opt to start their own 
business in prospecting and mineral exploration. 

The program is a joint initiative with UCN, the provincial 
government, the Assembly of Manitoba Chiefs, the 
Mining Association of Manitoba, and Indian and Northern 
Affairs Canada.

The Circuit Rider 
Training Program is 
providing on-site training 
to First Nation communities on the operation and 
maintenance of water and sewage treatment facilities. 

“We have videos and chalkboards but primarily it’s 
hands-on training. We're working in their plants on their 
equipment,” says Ken Mattes, senior instructor for the 
program in Manitoba. 

Mattes worked on the Circuit Rider Training Program 
in Ontario from 1994 to 1996 and was lured to Manitoba 
to start the program here in 1997. He says being part of 
the program has been the most 
rewarding job of his career. 

Students in the program are 
taught how to safely run a plant. 
This includes how to mix 
chemicals, what chemicals do 
and how they work, how to work 
all the controls, how to start and 
stop their plant, cleaning of 
equipment and preventative 
maintenance, emergency

In Manitoba the Circuit Rider Training Program has 
four instructors, including Mattes, who each travel on a 
circuit of seven First Nations, on average. They train 
operators, preparing them for their certification exam, 
then continue to visit each plant every seven weeks to 
offer support. As operators become more confident, 
instructors’ visits become less frequent, though they can 
visit more often again if there are problems or someone 
new starts. The regular ‘refresher’ visits usually last about 
three days, but instructors are also 
always available by phone. If a plant 
operator is having a problem that 
can't be solved with phone 
consultation, the instructor goes in 
person. 

“This mentoring projects 
confidence, learning, professionalism 
and accountability. These are the 
key things,” says Barry Wasik, who 
manages the program in Manitoba.

Awareness of the potential hazards of contaminated 
water is much higher since the incidents in Walkerton, 
Ont. and North Battleford, Sask. Mattes says people 
now understand the importance of water and sewage 
treatment plants and their operators, making the 
program's job a little easier in recent years. 

About two-thirds of Manitoba's 62 First Nations have 
water and wastewater infrastructure (most of the 
remaining have agreements in place with nearby 
municipalities). Indian and Northern Affairs Canada has 
a goal of ensuring each water and wastewater plant 
on a First Nation is run by a certified operator by April 
2006. 

Mattes says Manitoba is leading the country and he's 
confident there will be at least one certified 
operator at every First Nation plant in the province by 
then. 


Wasik says it’s successful because 
it's face-to-face and usually one-on-one between 
mentor and student. 

Larry Duncan is one of the program's instructors and 
also a former student. He was an operator at the water 
treatment plant in Norway House for 12 years, and was 
mentored by Mattes over the last two years. 

Duncan knew how to run his plant, but he says 
having Mattes as a mentor made him realize there was 
still much he could learn about how it worked. 

“My grandpa said there's always room to learn,” he 
says. 

aves so, but in a few years Duncan went from star 
student to instructor. He says he’s thrilled to be able to 
see other First Nation communities and meet so many 
new people. He also says being a former student - 
knowing the challenges and how it feels fo be an 
operator fine-tuning his knowledge - has made him a 
better teacher. 

“When | go out as an instructor, | let them speak. I'm 
there to be a support person.

Aboriginal people 
are currently an 
underutilized resource 
in this country; 
increasingly educated 
but under-represented 
in the labour force. 

The Aboriginal Workforce Participation Initiative 
(AWPI) exists to change this. It aims to increase the 
participation of Aboriginals in the workforce by 
informing potential employers about the advantages 
of hiring Aboriginals. 

“The most rewarding thing is knowing that the work 
I'm doing is for all Aboriginal people, and that we're 
creating a more positive work environment for the 
future workforce,” says Cleo Holness-Big Eagle, 
Manitoba co-ordinator for the AWPI. 

The initiative is ambitious, but increasing Aboriginal 
participation in the economy is going to be crucial 
for the economic future of not just Aboriginals but all 
Canadians. 

Today, Aboriginals are an economic power and 
make up one of the fastest-growing segments of the 
population. Between 1991 and 2016 the Aboriginal 
population is expected to increase by as much as 56 
per cent, according fo Statistics Canada. As a 
group, they are a relatively young, readily available 
workforce - and a rapidly growing and significant 
consumer market. 

The AWPI has broken its mission into three main 
goals: to raise awareness of Aboriginal employment 
issues; to help employers recruit; promote and retain 
Aboriginal employees; and to promote information 
sharing and networking among all the stakeholders. 

The initiative provides its resources to private 
businesses, large corporations, other levels of 
government, unions, associations and educational 
institutions. In Manitoba no one industry has been 
targeted because the response from various business

sectors has been so strong. In fact, says Holness-Big 
Eagle, positive word-of-mouth has made AWPI 
presentations and workshops so popular her 
schedule is often quite hectic. 

Demand continues to increase as more employers 
realize the advantages of hiring Aboriginal people. 

“Aboriginal employees help reach the growing 
Aboriginal consumer market. Aboriginals are a stable 
and dedicated local workforce. The turnover rate for 
Aboriginal employees at workplaces near Aboriginal 
communities is well below the national average. 

“Aboriginal people introduce diversity to a work- 
place, bringing special skills and new perspectives. 
Aboriginal employment also helps companies find 
new market opportunities and form positive 
relationships with a future workforce. Providing job 
opportunities facilitates joint ventures with Aboriginal 
communities,” she says. 

Holness-Big Eagle co-ordinates various AWPI 
activities, such as conferences, seminars and 
workshops. She also helps develop and distribute 
awareness-building materials and other resources. 
Interested employers are shown how to create their

Holness says the biggest challenge the initiative 
faces is changing some preconceived attitudes 
towards Aboriginals. 

“What surprises me is that the stereotypes and 
myths are still around. But | do see changes in that 
area,” she says. 

Holness is encouraged enough by the changes 
she’s seen to hope Aboriginals will in her lifetime play 
a larger role in Canada’s economy. 
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
